Rubella outbreak sparks warning 


All women of child-bearing age on campus who might be susceptible to 
rubella, or German measles, are urged to visit University Health Services. 

Rubella is usually just an inconvience to adults, but can cause devastating 
damage to the unborn. 

There is an “outbreak” in the Victoria community of this disease which can 
cause severe damage to unborn fetuses, according to Dr. A.S. Arneil, regional 
health officer for the Capital Region. 

Dr. Jack Petersen (University Health Services) says he has not noticed cases 
of rubella on campus but he and his staff would like to arrange for a simple blood 
test for female students who do not know whether they require a vaccination. 

“If they have any doubts about it, we’d like to see them. The blood test and 
vaccination, if required, are free” says Petersen. * 

Speaking about the greater Victoria region, Arneil says there have been five 
recently-confirmed cases of rubella, meaning that there are actually many more 
cases of this “very infectious disease”. 

Although rubella is usually a minor disease for children and adults, it can 
cause serious deformities, heart-damage, deafness and blindness among 
unborn fetuses, especially if contacted by the mother within the first three 
months of pregnancy. 

It is an extremely difficult disease to diagnose. “Some cases are so mild that 
the person infected has no observable symptons,” explains Arneil. Common 
observable symptons are a temporary rose-colored rash, slight enlargement of 
the glands, perhaps a feeling of illness and arthritic-like pains. Many other 
diseases also cause such a rash. 

Women between the ages of 15 and 45 who missed contacting rubelladuring 
childhood and did not receive a vaccination — or are not certain whether they 
have contacted the disease or been vaccinated — can find out whether they are 
immune through a simple blood test which determines the antibody level in their 
blood. 

If an expectant mother is infected, she may face the question of whether to 
have an abortion or continue with the pregnancy. There is a 50 per cent chance 
that fetuses carried by women in their early months of pregnancy will be harmed 
by the disease; the possibility of harm to the fetus decreases the later in 
pregnancy that the disease is contacted, explains Arneil. 

He “strongly” recommends that women over 15 years old take steps to find 
out whether they are susceptible to rubella. 

Vaccination programs in the schools are protecting younger girls now, but 
many young and older women have not received this protection, he says. 

Arneil recommends that women make 1979 “The Year of the Child” theiryear 
to protect unborn children through rubella immunization. 


Howe coaches national team 


Canada’s national team will play the Unit¬ 
ed States in Toronto June 10 and, in Sep¬ 
tember, will travel to Europe for exhibition 
matches in France and Great Britain. It is 
also expected that British and New Zealand 
teams will visit Canada in the fall, but no firm 
dates have yet been fixed. 

Work will begin immediately, Howe says, 
on picking what is known as the “long list” 
of potential national team players, from 
which a “short list” will be selected by the 
end of March. Training will begin in Toronto 
in June. 

“Although it is still too early to say for 
sure,” Howe says, “I rather expect that the 
national team may be about 65 percent Brit¬ 
ish Columbians. UVic’s Gary Grant could 
well be among them.” 

Noting that Canada now enjoys an unof¬ 
ficial world ranking of “about tenth”, Howe 
says the Canadian squad needs more inter¬ 
national competition. He adds that rugby is 
becoming “ever more popular” in the United 
States and predicts that “we will one day 
have Pan-American competition.” 

At the moment, UVic’s only intercolle¬ 
giate competition is with UBC but it also 
plays against a number of private clubs on 
Vancouver Island and on the mainland. 

The new national team coach, who cap¬ 
tained the B.C. team in 1972 and 1973, points 
out that there has been a decline in the level 
of Canadian football in B.C. high schools in 
favour of rugby and suggests that one of the 
main reasons is the relatively lower cost of 
operating a rugby team. 

The risk of serious injury in rugby is less 
than that in Canadian football according to 
Howe who comments: 

“There is a lot of hitting in rugby, of 
course, but it’s not quite as hard as in foot¬ 
ball. We get a lot of minor injuries.”

Dr. Bruce Howe, chairman of the physical 
education division and a former captain of 
the B.C. provincial rugby team, has been 
named head coach of Canada’s national 
team for 1979. 

A New Zealander who first came to 
Canada in 1970, Howe will also serve on the 
five-man panel which will select the Cana¬ 
dian team over the next four to five months. 
Because of the popularity of the sport in 
B.C., he expects the final squad will be 
“heavily weighted” with players from this 
province.

Journalism students try co-op 



Godfrey : looking for jobs 


Students in creative writing may not be able 
to earn their tuition by writing the great B.C. 
novel this summer. But, for the first time, 
those in journalism have a chance to make 
some money putting their skills to use, as 
part of the journalism Co-operative Educa¬ 
tion Program. 

The journalism co-op program is much 
the same as other co-op programs on cam¬ 
pus, says chairman of the creative writing 
department, Dr. David Godfrey. The student 
enters the program after completing his first 
year, takes the required journalism courses, 
then alternates summer work terms with 
winter sessions until degree requirements 
and three work terms are completed. God¬ 
frey hopes it will eventually develop into a 
year-round program. 

The basic differences from other campus 
co-op ventures is that students have to earn 
their degree in an area other than journal¬ 
ism. “Half the students ready to go out this 
year will have degrees, but the rest are in 


creative writing, political science, english, or 
some combination,” says Godfrey. 

“Standards are very high for the program, 
with the students having to maintain a B 
average overall. Employers will also submit 
a report at the end of a student’s work term. 
We have to be to ugh this year as the future of 
the program relies heavily on the success of 
the first group.” 

Godfrey is looking at private publishers 
and weekly newspapers throughout the pro¬ 
vince as the primary target for summer jobs. 

Students will be employed as copy edi¬ 
tors, proof readers and junior reporters, with 
one prospective job as far away as Toronto. 
Government jobs are also being explored. 

“We’re hoping to get about 14 jobs for this 
summer. One problem is finding students 
who have the qualifications necessary for a 
certain job. 

Godfrey himself owns a small publishing 
company, Porcepic. “Yes, we will be hiring 
one co-op student for the summer,” he says. 


All full-time employees at UVic are now eli¬ 
gible to become associate members of the 
Faculty Club, with privileges restricted to 
use of the club centre after 4 p.m. 

“I doubt we’ll get a flood of applications,” 
Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry), chairman of 
the club’s Board of Directors, told about 30 
club members at a special general meeting 
Jan. 22. 

Associate membership for all full-time 
employees was approved by a vote of 19 to 2. 

Application forms for associate member¬ 
ship are available from Mitchell or by calling 
Local 4323. Dues for associate members are 
$24 annually and will be increased to $36 
annually after July 1. Regular club members 
are assessed annual dues of $60, rising to 
$96 after July 1. 

Mitchell explained that the club has al¬ 
ready approved a motion allowing all full¬ 
time employees to become members when 
the club has expanded facilities. “In the 
interim and in recognition of our extremely 
congested lunch time facilities, but as a 
gesture of good faith to the staff, we feel the 
club could easily handle an increased load 
after 4 p.m. •

student playwriting competition, A Duck In 
The Chickenhouse, by Sara Gaddes. 

Directing It’s Called The Sugar Plum is 
4th year student Kerry Hackett. Hackeft be¬ 
came involved in theatre when she saw her 
first play in Grade 11 in Burnaby. Through a 
lucky draw, she was one of the two girls 
picked to work on a high school theatre 
production. 

Although Hackett has directed many 
short scenes, this is her first attempt at 
directing a full length play. She admits that 
she finds it “quite scary’’ to direct a full 
length play, but also finds it quite fulfilling.

Unlike scene directing where Hackett 
does everything herself (costumes, staging 
and casting), she has discovered that direct¬ 
ing a full length play involves relying on 
other people for the staging, costuming and 
lighting. While this proves frustrating at 
times, she says she is also becoming more 
relaxed in sharing the responsibilities. 

She is also competent in stage designing 
and technical work. Lastsummersheranthe 
lighting board for the Jacques Brel produc¬ 
tion performed at the Empress. Hackett is 
interested in pursuing a career in the techni¬ 
cal aspects of theatre, as she feels this will 
“give me a hint of job security. It’s hard to be 
one of a million actors lined up to audition 
for a part, and directing is such a big respon¬ 
sibility that I don’t think I’d like to do it pro¬ 
fessionally.” 

Jane Logie directs Canadian Gothic. 
While in Terrace, B.C., she saw a high school 
performance of the play. She says that the 
play was done poorly and the concepts were 
misinterpreted. “But nevertheless, the play 
spoke to me and many others.” 

This play is unusual in that it can almost 
be equated with story theatre, that is, the 
actors do both dialogue and narration. 

Logie’s staging concepts unusual in that 


there is no pretense to a realistic setting. She 
explains that there will be a bare stage with 
three chairs, but that the bare stage be¬ 
comes the fields of the prairies, the porch of 
the house, and other settings. 

Logie’s background is varied. She started 
performing as a child in England. She has 
since been involved in everything from com¬ 
munity theatre and some semi-professional 
theatre, to television. 

She first started directing plays in the 
early 1960s in community theatre in Canada. 
Since then, she has travelled to such places 
as Australia, New Zealand and Rhodesia, 
teaching theatre. Her particular interest is 
in children’s theatre. Logie prefers acting to 
directing, but is quite excited about the 
Phoenix production. 

Logie holds a BFA in theatre from UVic, 
* and is presently working on her Masters 
degree in theatre history.

Cocktails are at 7:30, dinner’s at 8:30 and 
dancing will go on from 9 p.m. to 1 in the 
morning, and it’s all to help the children. 

Parents of children at UVic Day Care are 
hoping that staff, faculty and students at 
UVic, and people from the community, will 
join them Feb. 9 to enjoy themselves and 
help make the first Day Care fund raising 
dance a success. 

“The parents are trying their best to raise 
money which will be used to buy toys and 
take children to activities in the city occa¬ 
sionally,” says Lucille MacKay, UVic’s day 
care co-ordinator. 

If enough money is raised, she adds, per¬ 
haps some could be used to start renova¬ 
tions to the two huts which were donated to 
Day Care by the university last year but can¬ 
not be put to use until renovations are 
carried out. 

Parents of the 57 children at the three 
centres, located on McCoy Road and behind 
the Saunders building, get involved in vari¬ 
ous activities to help raise money to make 
the UVic Day Care a stimulating, happy 
place for their children to be. This is the first 
year they have planned a dance, MacKay 
explains. 

Spaces in Day Care are reserved for 
children of UVic students, who have priority, 
and of faculty and staff. It also provides a 


place for students in the School of Child 
Care to do practicums, and hires work-study 
students through Financial Aid Services. 

Children aged two to five attend the 
centres, each designed and supervised to 
meet the particular needs of different age 
groups. Centre 3, which opened in the fall of 
1977, is the only licenced centre for two-year 
olds in the city and has had a very good res¬ 
ponse. It could be filled twice over if space 
and staff were available, says MacKay. 

Budgets for day care are tight, however, 
and as MacKay puts it “it’s really hard to 
make money on small children, ethically.” 

However, she and the staff and parents 
are hopeful that the dance will provide a way 
to enable everybody to enjoy themselves 
while at the same time raising needed funds. 

The Day Care is a co-operative and 
money for operating it comes from fees paid 
by the people using it. Fees are subsidized 
by the provincial government, based on a 
sliding scale administered through a means 
test. 

The dance will be in the Commons Block 
and tickets are $12.50 a person or $25 a 
couple. They can be obtained from the Alma 
Mater Society in the Student Union Build¬ 
ing, or from MacKay at Centre 1, 2246 
McCoy Road, local 4857. 


Most faculty members and staff in 
the academic professional category 
know him as the man behind the bar 
at the Faculty Club centre on cam¬ 
pus. 

But Glen Foster, manager of the 
club’s centre for more than 10 years, 
does much more than mix drinks and 
organize the dining rooms during 
the hectic, noon-hour rush. 

In charge of a staff of two full¬ 
time and five part-time employees, 
Foster must keep a close watch on 
the operating budget of the centre, 
to maintain bargain meal prices at a 
time of galloping inflation in food 
costs. 

He books three or four evening 
banquets or receptions a week dur¬ 
ing the winter session and says he 
could book many more if the facili¬ 
ties were larger. He also keeps his 
eye on deteriorating kitchen facili¬ 
ties and makes recommendations 
for changes to the club’s Board of 
Directors. 

With his wife Marge who works in 
the dining room, Foster came to 
manage the centre in 1968 and has 
seen many changes, including two 
additions to the centre. 

“When I started there were 140 
members and now there are close to 
500,” he says. 

Foster feels the club can support 
an expansion. “Banquets are limited 
here because we can only seat 162 
people,” he explains. “With expan¬ 
sion we could handle 350 to 400 
people and I believe we can get the 
business.” 

He has a philosphical attitude to¬ 
wards the busy lunch-time period 
which occurs every day between 
12:15 and 1:15 p.m. “It would be 
nice if people came in a little earlier 
instead of all at the same time,” he 
says. “But you can’t tell people when 
to eat.” 

He says about 40 per cent of club 
members use the facilities every day 
at lunch while a lot of members don’t 
use it at all. 
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Foster was born in Swan River, 
Manitoba, but has lived in Victoria 
for more than 25 years. He has 
worked as an executive chef for 
Western International Hotels in Cal¬ 
gary and at the Imperial Inn in 
Victoria. For eight years he was the 
chef at the Princess Mary Restau¬ 
rant. 


“I got my start as a chef on the 
trains for the CPR,” he recalls.

Foster enjoys working on campus 
and feels his relationship with the 
university community is a good one. 
“I enjoy the working relationship I 
have with the Board of Directors of 
the club. The present board has 
been a good, hard-working one.” 

Away from work he and his wife 
enjoy boating, fishing and travelling 
with their trailor. At work, he has one 
ambition, to see an expanded club. 
“I’d like to see the university get a 
new club, one that the entire univer¬ 
sity could be proud of,” he says. “It 
would mean a greater challenge for 
me and the rest of the staff. The 
decision, of course, is up to club 
members and the university.”

But will it bloom next Christmas? 


A legend grows outside University Centre, adjacent to the Maltwood Art 
Museum and Gallery. 

A clipping from the Glastonbury thorn, said to have grown from the staff of 
Joseph of Arimathea, has been replanted from the Maltwood estate to the 
campus. 

The clipping, now a large bush, is the final item to be transferred from the 
Maltwood estate in Saanich. 

The 2,000-piece Maltwood collection of decorative art was collected byturn- 
of-the-century sculptress, antiquarian and writer Katharine Maltwood and was 
bequeathed to UVic by her husband John Maltwood in 1964. 

Katharine Maltwood, in her work as an antiquarian, collected a clipping from 
the Glastonbury thorn at “The Temple of the Stars” in Glastonbury, England. 

Trie temple is a huge earthworks spread over a wide area and was interpreted 
by Maltwood to be a replication of the signs of the zodiac. 

The thorn bush grows on one of the mounds in the centre of the 
configuration. 

Legend has it that Joseph of Arimathea, who prepared the body of Christ for 
burial, fled to England and from his staff sprouted the Glastonbury thorn. 

The Glastonbury thorn (Crataegus Monogyna “Biflora” ( Praecox ) is known 
as a May tree or a Hawthorn. 

According to a second legend, the thorn will bloom at Christmas. 

The last item in the Maltwood art collection to be moved to campus is now 
situated along the path between the MacLaurin Building and the Henderson 
Road entrance. It is a sculpture by Katharine Maltwood entitled “The Path to 
Enlightenment.” 

Most of the collection is stored in the Maltwood Museum in the basement of 
University Centre. 
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A graduate of the School of Public Admin¬ 
istration participated in the colorful cere¬ 
monies Jan. 22 in Ottawa marking the instal¬ 
lation of Edward Schreyer as Canada’s 
governor-general. Major James Kempling, 
a IJVic MPA graduate, was the officer com¬ 
manding the honor guard for the ceremony. 
The guard consisted of troops from the Air¬ 
borne Regiment at Petawawa. Kempling 
joined the school’s regular program in 1976 
and graduated with first-class honors in 1978. 


The Maltwood Art Museum and Gallery has 
received a $3,000 grant from the Samuel and 
Saidye Bronfman Family Foundation. The, 
funds will be used to furnish the research gal¬ 
lery, located in the basement of University 
Centre, with dust-proof exhibit cases, print 
cabinets and artifact examination facilities. 
The gallery has been designed for the Malt¬ 
wood Collection of fine, decorative and 
applied arts and will be used as a research 
facility open to faculty members, staff, stu¬ 
dents and the general public. 

The physical diversity of Vancouver Island 
and its resources are discussed in a 12-week 
lecture series beginning Jan. 23 on campus. 
The island’s fisheries, mining, energy, for¬ 
estry, tourism and recreation industries and 
their environmental and social impact will be 
explored. The fee for the series, entitled “Van¬ 
couver Island: A Geographical Interpreta¬ 
tion”, is $40. Participants must register with 
the Division of University Extension. Among 
the topics to be discussed are “Geology and 
Mineral Wealth”, “Diasters: Past, Present* 
and Future”, “Manufacturing: Improvement 
and Prospect”, Population and Settlement” 
and “Tourism: Our Growth Industry”. For 
further information consult The Directory 
of Winter Courses 1979 available at public 
libraries or by calling the Division of Univer¬ 
sity Extension. 


More than 100 courses, lectures and work¬ 
shops covering a variety of subjects are being 
offered to communities in the province 
through the Division of Extension “travel¬ 
ling workshops”. The non-credit offerings 
include professional programs in such areas 
as child care, education, fine arts, history, 
law, nursing, geography, public administra¬ 
tion and social work. Topics from the faculty 
of Arts and Science are also available. The 
program, designed to meet the educational 
needs and interests of residents in non¬ 
university centres, deals with topics of 
general and specific appeal. Among the 
classes available are environmental issues, 
urban forest management, curriculum devel¬ 
opment, basic editing and publishing, politics 
and government in British Columbia, cera¬ 
mics, labour relations law, consumer finance 
and nursing assessment. The majority of the 
listings are open to the general public with 
some courses intended for special groups such 
as members of the health professions. The 
instructors are all members of the university 
community and registration fees vary with 
each course. 


UVic’s 17-member Board of Governors be¬ 
came complete again Dec. 14 with the ap¬ 
pointment by lieutenant-governor in council 
of Dr. Robert Picard to succeed Heather 
Nicol, whose term expired in May. Picard, 69, 
was welcomed to his first BOG meeting Jan. 
15. He holds a B.A. and M.A. in economics 
and political science from McGill University 
and a Ph.D. in economics from the University 
of Ottawa. In 1933 he began working for the 
Royal Bank of Canada and retired in 1971, 
after serving as assistant general manager at 
the bank’s head office for five years. With 
Picard’s appointment the composition of the 
BOG could now remain the same until 1981 
when the terms of all current elected and 
appointed members expire. It also means that 
the ratio of men to women on the BOG 
remains constant at 16 men and one woman, 
the lone woman member now being Sonia 
Birch-Jones who last spring was elected 
by UVic staff to fill the UVic employee seat.

Dr. Sam Scully and Dr. George Corwin 
have been elected by Senate, at its Jan. 10 
meeting, as Senate representatives on the 
search committee to select the president of 
UVic following the completion of Dr. Howard 
Petch’s term June 30, 1980.

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Editor 
the Ring 

It is gratifying to read that the ‘new policy 
leaves profs smiling’ (the Ring, Jan. 12). The 
new policy was approved after a protracted 
battle between the Faculty Association and 
the university authorities, a battle not so 
much shorter than a world war. In every 
battle there are casualties and I was one of the 
casualties in this. 

I elected to apply for six months’ study 
leave after three years, firmly believing and 
moreover being led to believe by others, that 
the policy would be implemented by July 
1978. It seemed also likely that an enlight¬ 
ened administration might back-date the 
plan if a faculty member would otherwise 
suffer because of foot-dragging by his elected 
representatives. So I hoped for a basic two- 
thirds of my salary for the half year period. 
What I received was half of that sum. Had I 
not had private savings I could not have paid 
the rent of my Victoria apartment plus the 
rent of a similar apartment in Oxford where I 
held a Visiting Fellowship at St. Cross 
College. 

I congratulate you on the extremely appo¬ 
site comparisons you have made between 
UVic policy and the policies of UBC and 
Simon Fraser. May I add that in British Uni¬ 


versities it is customary now to award one 
term’s sabbatical on full salary after six 
terms’ service (three terms to a calendar year). 
By simple mathematical proportion it would 
seem just that if 6 vears’ service guarantees 
12 months’ Study Leave at x per cent, 3 years’ 
service should merit 6 months’ at x per cent. 

Much is made by the Board of Governors 
and others of the high cost of Study Leave. 
One example will show how misleading such 
talk is. In our small department one member 
went on leave for the whole year; for him we 
had a modestly paid Sessional Replacement. 
For my six months’ absence there was no 
replacement. The result is that in fact I sub¬ 
sidized the university to no small extent. 

So I wear the smile on the other side of my 
face. But I wish in conclusion to make one 
small point. In many respects this University 
of ours is astoundingly generous; I think inter 
alia of Travel Grants which make certain 
other western universities extremely envious. 
It is a pity that I shall leave the university 
with the ineradicable conviction that occa¬ 
sionally it out-Scrooges Scrooge.
